toxicated. 
And, last and most awful thought of 
all, the curse of God rests upon the dis­ 
tiller, the brewer, the saloonist. the bar­ 
keeper, the wholesale or retail liquor 
dealer, and God has himself declared 
that “no drunkard shall enter the king­ 
dom of heaven, n while the very essen* e 
of condemnation and eternal woe rests 
upon him who “ puttefch the bottle to 
his neighbor’s lips and maketh him 
drunken.” 
In the name of home, heaven and eter­ 
nal happiness, men and women of Eaft 
Liverpool, let us resolve to do all fchi.t 
in us lies, backed by the power of tho 
living, loving God, to do away with the 
liquor curse in this fair city.

CoLimiirs, Jan. 8.-T here are indica­ 
tions here of serious trouble, at least of 
disorder, at the slate house today. 
Since the caucuses both the Hanna men 
and the opposition are claiming enough 
votee for the organization of the boose. 
No trouble is feared in the senate 
chamber, as it is believed that Senator 
Buike, one of the Republicans, will re 
main away aud thus permit the Demo­ 
crats to *dect the officers in that body. 
At the Republican house caucus Satur­ 
day night there were ten absentees aud 
Alexander Box well received only 62 
votes for the nomination, while it re­ 
quires 66 votes today for election, if ail 
are present. I nder the law after ten 
ballots are taken, the candidate receiv­ 
ing the highest number of votes is de­ 
clared elected even if it is thou not a 
majority over all. 
Griffith of Clinton 
county, who was unable to be at the 
caucus on account of si< kness. has an­ 
nounced that he will be here today to 
vote tor Doxwell, who is the Hanna 
candidate L r speaker, and Air. Box- 
well, without giving any names, c aims 
to have the two other votes necessary 
for election. 
In addition to the absent members 
many other republicans have been sent 
for by both sides. It is charged that 
some of me arrivals are known as 
*‘knockers” on such occasions as wilt 
be witnessed 
in 
the 
hail of 
the 
house. 
Secretary of 
State Charles 
Kinney, a strong Hanna man, will 
preside in the house till t at body 
elects a speaker, 
in anticipation or his 
rulings there have been threats made 
during the a ay. Mr. Kinney is sam to 
have selected a strong force of tempo 
rary sergeants at-arms and to be ready 
lor any emergency. The combine of 
Democratic and anti-Hanna hepubli 
cans claim that they will e.eot Harry 
C. Mason of Cleveland, an anti-Hanna 
republican, as speaker and seat him. 
if Representative Mason should re­ 
ceive the requisite votes there will be 
uo trouble apout him qualifying aud 
taking bis seat, but there is apprehen­ 
sion of disorder previous to tho ballot 
being taken and possibly daring the 
balloting aud the counting of the vote. 
The opposition claim that they will 
have the 47 Democratic votes in the 
house solid, and nine Republican votes 
or one more than enough to elect the 
Mason ticket. They are s aying with 
the anci-Danna ana an i-Boxweli Re­ 
publicans very closely aud claim that 
these republicans who did not attend 
the caucus are staying with them. 
There are three Democratic members 
who are opposed to tusion, or rather to 
voting tor Republicans foi speaker and 
other offices. These three Democrats 
would not enter the Democratic caucus 
until they were assured 
that they 
would uot thus be pledged to vote for 
Republican nominees. 
i.ut they do 
not say that they will not vote for 
Mason or other republican candidates. 
They simply announce that as tilings; 
stalin since the action of the opposition { 
conference, they are unpledged. 
With the result; depending on the 
cb auge of one vote either way, these 
tnree Democrats and ttie Republicans 
who did not enter the caucus are un­ 
dergoing the strongest pressure of ail 
influences that can be bronght to bear 
on them. There have been Jirre-p usa­ 
ble charges of bribery, but no evidences 
of it are (Usee: n.ble. The opposition to 
Doxwell has declared that any excess of 
bit Votes for him for speaker will be fol 
lowed by iuvesiigatiou, bat there are 
charges and counter charges of undue 
influences on bota sides and on all 
hands that cannot be traced to any re­ 
liable source. 
The nanua men o’aim that Mason 
will be short three Democratic and four 
Republicans that are 
listed against 
Boswell, and that Mason will not have 
60 votes. 
While both sides concede 
less than a majority to their opponents, 
neither side claims more than one vote 
to spare, and the situation seems to re­ 
quire such close watoning as to cause 
cue most bitter feeling. 
Judge George K. Nash, chairman of 
the Republican state executive com­ 
mittee, has sent a letter to Governor 
Dushnell 
resigning bis position as 
tru»tee of the ohio asylum at Gallipolis 
for epileptics, to which position Judge 
x\ash had been appointed by Governor 
Bushnell. The letter is said to be very 
caus ic, bat Judge Nash will not give 
it out for publication till after it has 
been* received by the governor in his 
mail today. Un being asked for the 
reasons for his action, Jadge Nash 
said: 
• On Friday, I am informed by a 
most reliable 
gentleman, Governor 
Bushnell said that the

tion* and later between the socalled 
McKinley and Forager factions till now 
the lines are drawn between wnat are 
termed the Hanna aud the Bushnell 
tactions, but these factional tights never 
i eluded a combine with the Democrats 
till in me present contest.

C hristian C hurch. 
The pastor took as his topic the 13th 
chapter of Revelations, and dwelt es­ 
pecially on the first seven verses. 
He 
defined "the great wonder in heaven ; a 
woman, clothed with the son, and the 
moon under her feet, and upon her head 
a crown of twelve stars,” as the church 
of the living God; the son as the Son 
of Righteousness ; the moon as the old 
dispensation and again the san as the 
new dispensation, or the era of Christ­ 
ianity. 
He described the great red 
dragon as the era and control by 
pagan power; the beast, or black power, 
as the era of papal control, and the 
white as the era of Christianity. 
He 
spoke of the "travailing as in pain” as of 
Christ’s suffering when upon earth, of 
the persecution of the saints, of the 
death of Peter, like unto that of the 
death of Christ, and the bnffetings and 
persecution of the disciples. The mem­ 
bership of the churches of God was 
described as the man child spoken of in

of iron.” "The prophecy is not yet 
perfected, but is on its way. The great 
red-headed, seven headed dragon is an 
ugly beast, aud is symbolic of the perse­ 
cution of the church of the early Christ­ 
ians. 
What power did this?

was only one earthly controlling power 
in existence at that time, and that the 
pagan power, bowing down to false 
gods and idols of wood, stone, brass, 
iron, etc. This was in Christ’s time, 
when pagan Pilate washed his hands of 
the awfa1 crime of giving the Savior to 
tho mob to be crucified, asserting that it 
was no concern of his. Then consider 
the seven headed and ten horned dragon. 
In the 17th chapter of Revelations these 
seven heads are described as seven 
forms of government; five have been, 
one is, and the other is yet to be. John 
says so, and I opine that the apostle 
knew more about the matter than does 
any 
of 
the 
modern 
expositors. 
History shows that 
from 
Romu­ 
lus and Remus to Tarquin the Proud, 
embraced eight kings; then came the 
consols, then the decemvirs and tri­ 
bunes, and then Imperial Rome or the 
Cassare. Tarn back, with me to the 
book of Daniel and read the account of 
the interpreting of Nebuchadnezzar’s 
dream ; 'thou, oh king, are the head of 
gold !’ 
Nebuchadnezzar was the head 
of the Babylonish power, the kingdom 
of gold. There came the silver ago, of 
the Medes and Persians, followed bv 
the brass, or Macedonian age, under 
Alexander; 
this 
in 
turn 
fol­ 
lowed by the iron or Roman age, sub­ 
divided into ten parts; hence the ten 
horns spoken of by John. Look at Max- 
entins. calling npon his god, Jupiter, to 
give him controlling power, promising 
to wipe Christians and Christianity 
from the face of the earth. Constantine 
became emperor of Rome. Constantine’s 
mother was a Christian, and he gave 
protection to Christians, ordered the de­ 
struction of idols, and instituted the 
national recognition of the Sabbath or 
Lord’s day. Thus did the earth or Ro­ 
man power help the ‘woman,’ or the 
chnroh, through the pow«r of Constan­ 
tine, influenced by a Christian woman, 
his mother.” 
On next Sabbath evening the discourse 
will be in reference to the b°ast coming 
up out of the sea. You will receive a 
cordial welcome. 


J day C hristianity; that 
Christianity 
which merges with the world, takes 
deep interest in the lives and doings of 
the musses, and leavens the same with 
the spirit of the blessed Christ, who, 
when on earth, was the friend and 
helper of the people.

nnprepared. The great central thonght 
of the pastor was the truism, the undis­ 
putable fact, that no business is or can 
be a success where the infinite God is 
not taken into 
partnership.

W ashington, Jan. :i. — The report of 
the monetary commission 
appointed 
under authority of the convention of 
business men held in Indianapolis last 
January has just been made public. 
It 
retains 
practically 
unchanged 
the 
present metallic money. The existing 
gold standard on which business has 
been done since 1879 is of course main­ 
tained, on the ground that industrial 
interests demand certainty as to what 
the standard shall be. 
For the steady 
employment of labor, factories and 
mines must be constantly operated; 
aud constant operation, in the judg­ 
ment of business rneu, is impossible so 
long as there is uncertainty as to the 
standard on which prices of goods aud 
orders are based. 
And to this end it is 
urged that the United States should 
remove all uncertainty as to the mean­ 
ing of “coiu” iu its obligations, thereby 
saving the taxpayer by the ability to 
borrow at a lower rate of interest. 
No 
attem pt is made to remove the existing 
silver dollars nor to change their legal 
tender quality ; OU the contrary a place 
is provided for them in the circulation 
by forbidding the issue of any paper 
money other than silver certificates in 
denominations below $10. The silver 
currency, whion will be in the hands of 
the people, must be kept on a parity 
with gold, as is now provided by law, 
aud this should be done by requiring 
the treasury to give gold for a silver 
dollar oil demaud. Uonseoneiitly when 
it is known that a silver dollar eau be 
exchanged for gold it will circulate 
freely (in the form of certificates J. and 
our metallic money, without being di­ 
minished, will be unified on a certain 
basis. 
And, as all this silver currency 
will be needed to meet the demands for 
large chunga (when other paper below 
Ii id is retired), it will not be presented 
for redemption at the treasury, and it 
will create no strain on the gold 
re­ 
serves. 
Bur no more silver dollars 
should be coined. 
l'he commission contend that the ten 
diUVrent kinds of mouejf now in use 
create an auamalons and confusing sit­ 
uation. 
Moreover, the whole fabric 
rests on too slender a reserve of gold. 
It is urged that the demand obligations 
of the government should not be u-ed 
as money, because they may be. aud 
have been, presented for gold to lim 
injury of the nation’s credit. 
This 
causes grave doubts as to the standard 
on which the business operations of the 
country rrgt. 
Kverythmg which, by 
experience, creates 
uncertainty aud 
hurts trade, lauders prosperity, and 
should be removed. 
Hence the fiscal 
affairs of the treasury relating to the 
receipt aud disbursement of 
public 
revenue should be entirely separated 
from the monetary functions dealing 
with the exchange aud redemption of 
the currency. 
By establishing a separ­ 
ate dtvisi ii of issue aud redemption in 
the treat-ury it will be impossible to 
take away funds set apart for the pro­ 
tection of our monetary system and use 
them for current expenditures. 
Above all. it is regarded as dangerous 
to maintain the present practice 01 
using government iii maud obligations 
as money. 
Our talliers never made 
anything full legal tender money ex­ 
cept gold aud silver ; but in the stress 
of civil wTar, confusing the fiscal aud 
monetary functions of the state, terms 
of debt due on demand were used as 
money not as the result of deliberation 
but of emergency conditions. They

tushed rn fluctuating standard,increased 


the liar tonal 
«iiormousiy, caused a 
change iu puces whenever the credit 
of the paper standard fluctuated, re­ 
flated the purchasing power of wages, 
and by causing unexpected changes in 
the level of prices gave rise to extraor­ 
dinary speculation, increased the se­ 
ver ty of commercial orises, aud placed 
the small producer at a disadvantage 
with the large operator. For I< years 
(lh »*•1879) the government paper was 
a fa IHI a en promise, and our standard 
was based on tins lie. 
Trade and in ­ 
dustry became speculative. 
Men of 
large wealth 
< au take care of them ­ 
selves ; but men of small means should 
be protected from the evils arising from 
such uncertainty of standard. 
if the demand obligations of the gov­ 
ernment ure need as money, reserves 
must always be kept on hand to redeem 
t ne sn. 
They are not therefore a iouu 
without int* rest; ana the expense of 
keeping up these reserves has made the 
paper money a very great burden to the 
taxpayer by an increase of the pubdo 
debt. These gold reserves are neces­ 
sary, unless tin* government permits its 
notes to go to protest. The mere credit 
of the U uiteii States behind its notes ie 
too vague a thing, its power to tax is 
too remote, to provide cash on hand for 
instant use. 
So tar as expense is con­ 
cerned, this debt could have been more 
easily borne by changing it into low iii 
terest-beanng onds. 
•or these and other reasons rho com­ 
mission strongly urge the government I 
to witudrrw its demand obligati* us now j 
used as money, decline to provide Mild 
for e x p o r te r s, and put the burden mid 
expense of maintaining a redeemable 
p.iuer circulation upon tile banks, 
in 
order to meet the demand obligations, 
the present reserves of gold Hi toe 
treasury furnish a beginning to I *• set 
aside in the division of issue and re­ 
demption ; and to meet possible co n in­ 
genues the secretary of the treasury is 
authorized to sell bonds whenever th 
reserves need replenishment, 
iii this 
way. or from surplus revenue, the de­ 
mand obligations (that is. United Mates 
notes aud treasury notes of 1890) can be 
gradually removed, and the cost to the 
country can be reduced; while this 
process will also give the inestimable 
advantage of ceasing to use demand 
debts as money, of simplifying our cur­ 
rency, and of adding to confidence in 
the certainty of our standard. 
By tin* 
plan of the commission, government 
paper is withdrawn in the first five 
years only so fast as the banking cur­ 
rency expands, so that, contraction can 
not possibly take place; if United 
States notes are canceled their place 


will be taken by the gold paid out for 
them, or by the expansion of bank 
notes (under the new system proposed) ; 
aud iu the following five years all the 
remaining United States notes are to 
be retired. 
The bank note comes forth as the se­ 
quel of a business transaction, and is 
based on tne active property of the 
country which is passing between pro­ 
ducers and consumers. 
This property 
is always negotiable and alwas e< na! to 
the duty of meeting the note liability. 
Bank notes are as sound as the business 
I i\hjsuctions of the country. The cur­ 
rency of the country, moreover, should 
increase as the transactions of the 
country increase; hence the rigid un­ 
changing l-s ch of the government 
make them an inelastic part of the cir­ 
culation. while by the very process of 
their issue 
b a n k notes alone can he 
automatically adjusted to the changing 
transactions of the business comma 
nitv. 
In view of the scarcity of United 
States bonds they cannot long be le­ 
g a te d 
as 
a 
basis for circulation. 
Moreover any bond security of a higher 
character yields a low tate of interest; 
and in a time of stringency, when bor­ 
rowers need loans aud the market rate 
of interest is high, there is no induce­ 
ment 
to buy these 
bonds 
to in ­ 
crease circulation. 
Hence, under the 
present system, when notes would be 
most needed, it is least profitable to 
issue them. 
While providing for a partial use of 
bonds for securing notes (.5 per cent of 
the capita!) the commission proposed 
that notes beyond this should be issued 
on all, instead of a part of, the resourc* s 
of a hank ; and after ten years that no 
special bond security should be re­ 
quired.

milk, os many persons are at first too 
feeble for any other nourishment. 
“Contributions of money are also 
urgently neeoed, to enable the pur­ 
chase of immediate supplies of modi- 
cines and articles of prime necessity 
and to meet the expenses of local trans­ 
portation in Cuba.” 
The consul general, to whom all 
suDolios and money will be sent, will 
at onco organize arrangem ents for the 
receipt and distribution of the same.

The pastor took as his topic the 19th 
chapter of Revelations, and dwelt es­ 
pecially on the first seven verses. He 
defined "the great wonder in heaven; a 
woman, clothed with the son, and the 
moon under her feet, and upon her head 
a crown of twelve stars,” as the church 
of the living God; the sun as the Son 
of Righteousness; the moon as the old 
dispensation and again the sun as the 
new dispensation, or the era of Christ­ 
ianity. 
He described the great red 
dragon as the era and control by 
pagan power; the beast, or black power, 
as the era of papal control, and the 
white as the era of Christianity. He 
spoke of the "travailing as in pain” as of 
Christ's suffering when upon earth, of 
the persecution of the saints, of the 
death of Peter, like unto that of the 
death of Christ, and the buffetings and 
persecution of the disciples. The mem­ 
bership of the churches of God was 
described as the man child spoken of in 
holy writ, giving, as proof of this as­ 
sertion, 
the 
authority 
of 
the 
Scriptures, quoting: 
"He that over- 
cometh, he that coutinueth onto the 
end, shall rule the nations as with a rod 
of iron.” "The prophecy is not yet 
perfected, bot is on its way. The great 
red-headed, seven headed dragon is an 
ugly beast, and is symbolic of the eerie- 
cution of the church of the early Christ­ 
ians. What power did this? 
There 
was only one earthly controlling power 
inexistence at that time, and that the 
pagan power, bowing down to false 
gods and idols of wood, stone, brass, 
iron, etc. This was in Christ's time, 
when pagan Pilate washed his hands of 
the awful crime of giving the Savior to 
the mob to be crucified, asserting that it 
was no concern of his. Then oonsider 
the seven headed and ten horned dragon. 
In the 17th chapter of Revelations these 
seven heads are described as seven 
forms of government; five have been, 
one is, and the other is yet to be. John 
say* so, and I opine that the apostle 
knew more about the matter than does 
any 
of 
the 
modern 
expositors. 
History shows that 
from 
Romu­ 
lus and Remus to Tarqutn the Proud, 
embraced eight kings; then came the 
onnsuls, then the decemvirs and tri­ 
bunes, and then Imperial Rome or the 
Caviars. Turn back with me to the 
book of Daniel and read the account of 
the interpreting of Nebuchadnezzar’s 
dream ; 'thou, oh king, are the head of 
gold I' 
Nebuchadnezzar wa* the head 
of the Babylonish power, the kingdom 
of gold. There came the silver ago. of 
the Modes and Persians, followed bv 
the brass, or Macedonian age, under 
Alexander; 
this 
in 
turn 
fol­ 
lowed by tbs iron or Roman age, sub­ 
divided into ten parts; hence the ten 
horns spoken of by John. Look at Max* 
anting, calling upon his god, Jupiter, to 
give him controlling power, promising 
to wipe Christians and Christianity 
from the face of the earth. Constantine 
became emperor of Rome. Constantine's 
mother was a Christian, and he gave 
protection to Christians, ordered the de­ 
struction of idols, and instituted the 
national recognition of the Sabbath or 
Lord's day. Thus did the earth or Ro­ 
man power help the 'woman.* or the 
church, through the pow«r of Constan­ 
tine, influenced by a Christian woman, 
his mother.” 
On next Sabbath evening the discourse 
will be in reference to the b°ast coming 
up out of the sea.

under authority of the convention of 
business meu held in Indianapolis last 
January has just been made public.

present metallic money. The existing 
gold standard on which business has 
been done siuce 187ft is of course main­ 
tained, on the ground that industrial 
interests demand certainty as to what 
the standard shall be. 
For the steady 
employment of labor, factories and 
mines mast be constantly operated; 
aud constant operation, in the judg­ 
ment of business men, is impossible so 
loug as there is uncertainty as to the 
standard on which prices of good* aud 
orders are based. 
Aud to this end it is 
urged that the United States should 
remove all uncertainty as to the mean­ 
ing of "coto” in its obligations, thereby 
saving the taxpayer by the ability to 
borrow at a lower rate of interest. 
No 
attempt is made to remove the existing 
#il\er dollars nor to change their legal 
tender quality ; ou the contrary a place 
is piovided for them to the circulation 
by forbuld.ng the issue of any paper 
moiiev other than silver certificate* in 
denominations below $10. The sliver 
currency, which will be in the hands of 
the people, must be kept on a parity 
with gold, as is now provided by law, 
aud tin* should lie done by requiring 
the treasury to give gold for a silver 
dollar ou demaud, (kmeequently when 
it is known that a silver dollar can be 
exchanged for gold it will circulate 
freely (in the form of certificates!, and 
our metallic money, without being di­ 
minished, will be unified on a certain 
basis.
